First Day ol Street Railway Strike Sees No Cars 
and Also No Violence. 


Company Officials Say They Will Operate Sched¬ 
ules on Main Lines Until Dark To-night. 


All Louisville Walks or Presses Conveyances Into 
Use—Church Attendance Much Cut Down. 


LOCAL LABOR UNIONS TO AID STRIKERS 


Nine hundred Idie street-car men pa¬ 
raded the streets in the neighborhood 
of the ten car bams yesterday. Six 
hundred cars that do service on the 
streets of Louisville 305 days In the year 
remained In the barns all day. Thou¬ 
sands of people walked to church and 
places of amusemervi who heretofore 
have ridden. The whirr of the trolley 
wire and the clang of the motommn’s 
alarm bell played no part In the pulsing 
life of LoulsvUle yesterday for the first 
time in the history of the city's elec¬ 
tric car system. 

The street-car strike affected alU 
from the highest to the lowest, and con¬ 
versation throughout the day centered 
about It. No deeds of violence were 
attempted on the part of any of the 
strikers. Promptly at 5 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning every motorman aboard 
a city car headed It for his car barn, 
where ho stepped from the front plat¬ 
form and Joined his fellows on the out¬ 
side. The strike was on. and the street 
railway service, so far as Louibville 

was concerned, was completely tied up.

Want Cotton Samplings Stopped. 

Harvle Jordan, president of the South¬ 
ern Cotton Aseociatlon, came to Wash¬ 
ington lo-day and held a conference 
with Representative Livingetone rela¬ 
tive to matters that the Bureau of Cor¬ 
porations will have to consider when 
It take* up the LIvlngstone-Burleeon 
resolution, calling for investigation of 
cotton exchange* of the country. In the 
near future. When Mr. Jordan wa* 
asked w’hether he would take an active 
part In the hearings referred to, he re¬ 
plied that he stood ready to render any 
assistance In hls power to the cotton 
growers and spinners of the country 
against the unfair dealing* of many 
cotton exchanges. 

'We have run bucketshops and other 
similar fake concern*." said Mr. Jor¬ 
dan, “out of the Carolinas and other 
Southern States, until there are now 
only two States In the South that tol* 
erate them, and they will undoubtedly 
follow our lead soon and rid themselves 
of them. No business firms of any kind 
are affected adversely in the States of 
North Carolina, South Carolina or 
Georgia, wiiere there are no longer any 
buoketfhops or local cotton exchange*. 
So far a* the Investigation to be made 
by the Bureau of Corporation* Is con¬ 
cerned. the time ha* pcLsaed, I think, 
w'heti the growers of cotton will sit 
quietly down and allow: the New York 
Cotton Exchange or any other cotton 
exchange to dictate what the staple 
shall bring. 

“I do not mean to charge that all 
the members of the big exchanges are 
satisfied with the rules that govern the 
case of the New York exchange, where 
almost 430 members are controlled by 
a few’ men. We are almply In the fight 
for legitimate business, and are not

JIMMY O'BRIEN NO MORE. 


Now York. March 10 .—[Special.]—It 
Is singular that despite the condemna¬ 
tion of tihe ideas ipf .Mr. Hearst as radi¬ 
cal, socialistic and revolutionary, many 
ore nerw betlng fOMowod by the present 
Governor, CluLrles E. Hugihes. But a 
year ago. after the wonderful run 
Hf»ar»t rmide for Mayor on the Munlc- 
I|;al Ownership ticket, 'Thomas F. 
Grady, the Democratic leader in the 
State Senate and the star orator of 
TamsTMiiny, introduced at Albany a bill 
for the appointment of a commIssloTi to 
corvtrol all public utlllttos. Nothing 
further was done to bring about the 
passage of the measure, and It dlqd IrK 
committee. There was no intention on 
the ymst of the Tomnuiny leaders to 
press the measure for passage. His 
orgEifilxation sinrifply desired to be on 
record on the subj’eOL 

Gov. Hughes, howev'er, has taken up 
Uve matter from where Tammany left 
off, ai>d the result to a bill of 128 pages 
for two comnUsslons for the coivtrol of 
pulbllo u<tillt!es, one having power alone 
In Greater Neav York, the other for the 
rest of the Btatc. Each to to consist 
of five memibeni at a salary of $ 10,000 
each. The members of both €u*e to be 
appointed by the Governor. There is 
apt to be some opposilUon to thto upon 
the ground that the commission which 
to appointed only for Qreuier New York 
should be chosen by the locoi authori¬ 
ties thereof. The advocates of the 
measure urge in answer to this crlU- 
eJsm that as the city officials have 
failed to solve the transit problem,* it 
is now up to the State to be empow’or- 
ed to do so. 

The present measure not olon^ cre¬ 
ates and gives vast powers over pub¬ 
lic utilities to tw'o oonunlssions, but In 
addition lays down some drastic laws 
for the corporations themselves, whldi 
are of more than local Interest. It 
provides that no franchise of a public 
service corporation shall be assigned, 
tmnsferred or leased wltlu/ut the ap- 
ptxmil of the commission. Also pro¬ 
hibits any raHroad or other public serv- 
corporatlon from acquiring stock In a 
slnuIJjs^ ooriKTratlon without the ap¬ 
proval of the oommtoslon. Thax body 
will no longer be pow'orless. It will be 
permi'Uted to go to oourit and ask for a 
nmndaimus or Injunction to carry out 
Its orders. These are to be In force 
until abrogated by the commlsskm it¬ 
self or naodifled or revoked by a courtl 
of competent jurtsdldtlon. People who 
are Injured by tho failure of any cor¬ 
poration to obey a mandate of the 
commlsEdon may bring an aotlon for 
damages. The commilsaion will have 
power to fix the form of accounts and 
reports of public service corporations. 
Inveatlgiite acc4d<ent!s, fix rates, order 
adequate service on the cars, lime 
schedules, safely devices, etc. 

This measure has been Introduced by 
those who are known os the spokesman 
of Gov. Hughes In the Legislature.

Company Misrepresented. 


STRIKERS EXPRESS SATISEAUTiOir, 
COMPANY’S OFFICIALS CONFIDENT. 


The ofAclals of the Louisville Rail¬ 
way Company say they have been mis¬ 
represented In regard to the time given 
their men In which to eat their meals 
a-lille on duty. In regard to the mat¬ 
ter Superintendent Funk said: 

"The arrangements for the men eat¬ 
ing while on duty are governed by the 
way they are relieved to a certain ex¬ 
tent, and at the same time it must be 
remembered that this Is the busy part 
of the day with the street cars. Near 
meal time extra cars have to be. put 
on all the lines In order to accomnK)- 
flate the traveling public. When a man 
gets off his car to eat his meal he has 
a oomfonable room in which to go and 
^ihere he can wash his face and hands 
If he BO desires. We put a man on In 
his place and he is paid also. This same 
man relieves several men. which en¬ 
ables him to make something like de 
cent time. If we were to give each man 
forty-^ve minutes In which to eat, then 
we would ha\^ to have an extra man 
to relievo each motorman and con¬ 
ductor. or run some of the cars in the 
bams during the busiest times of the 
day. 

“Now, we do not work our men eight 
een hours a day. The longest time that 
any man works Is thirteen hours, and 
w'e offered to take the run from him 
and he objected on the grounds that he 
needed the morvey. The most of our 
men work from ten to twelve hours a 
day. There is always a scramble for 
the long runs. Our men are paid by 
the hour. Their time begins ten min¬ 
utes before they step onto the platform 
and ends three minutes after they leave 
the platform. Men wrho have been In 
our employ flve years or more arc given 
uniforms and an overcoat, yet w’e are 
given no credit for that/* 

STRIKERS PICKETED 
AT ALL OF CAR BARNS 


NO VIOLENCE WHATEVER OF-

There was practically no trouble at 
the different car bams yesterday. 
Groups of idle strikers stood about 
each entrance, but conducted them¬ 
selves In a manner that the railway 
ofAdals could not resent. There was 
no loud talking or threats Indulged In, 
the men conversing quietly among 
themselvea OccaslonaJly some motor- 
man or conductor wrho hod refused to 
join the union and w'ho had declared 
his Intention of remaining true to the 
railway company would be approached 
by a group of atrikera who would seek 
to Influence him In their favor. 

Few of the strikers appeared In uni¬ 
form about the different car barns. For 
the most part they w’ere attired as the 
ordinary civilian, and in some instances 
It w’aa dlfflcuit to dlp>tingulah between 
the striker and the man drawn to the 
car barn through idle curiosity. The 
strikers from each car barn will con¬ 
tinue to act as pickets about the dif¬ 
ferent sheds until the differences be¬ 
tween the company and men are ad¬ 
justed. 

The strikers began assembling about 
the different bams as early as 5 o'clock 
yesterday morning, at which hour the 
strike order went Into effect, and they 
declared yesterday afternoon that there 
would be some one on picket duty 
about the car bams constantly.

Conflicting Statements. 


The following statement wa.<i 
given out last night by the Con¬ 
ference Committee of the Blreot 
Railway Employes* Union, through 
Ben Commons, one of Us mem¬ 
bers: 

“The union this morning organ¬ 
ised an Executive Committee, oun- 
Bistlng of two men from oacii car 
bam In the city, who were oloctcJ 
by the men of the various bat ns. 
This committee now will oc tho 
controlling body of the union dur¬ 
ing the present oonlrovemy, ond 
any negotiations from now on will 
be oarrled on under Its direction. 
The committee held Its flrst meet¬ 
ing at 10 o'clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing. and decided that It would take 
up the matter of mlBstonory work 
from bam to bam — that Is, the 
members will confer with the men. 
urging them particularly to engage 
In no violence, and urging those 
who already have not joined the 
union to do so. Tho committee 
will meet every morning at 10 
o’clock during the present trouble. 

“Since Saturday wo have taken 
about one hundred new members 
Into tho union. Some of them are 
men who. when the union was flrst 
organised, said that they would 
not become members under Any 
conditions, and who have been 
In the company's employ from 
twenty to twenty-flve years. I 
should say. with the exception of 
about forty men. all of them now 
are members of the union. We 
have enrolled over 960 of them so 
far. Most of the men who worked 
yesterday for the comi)ony were 
on the mall cars. 

“To-night the leaders of tho 
strike are well satlsfled with the 
situation. I believe that we will 
win out within a week. To-mor¬ 
row I shall start out in the room¬ 
ing. and make a trip to every bam 
In the city to encourage the men 
who are out and caution them 
against the use of violence. We 
want to have the strike conducted 
In a gentlemanly, dignified man¬ 
ner, although It may be that indi¬ 
vidual instances of violence will 
be recorded before the trouble Is 
over. None of the leaders want 
any violence, and we shall do oil 
within our power to see that none 
takes place."

**Bi\V* Bedding a Striker. 


Conflicting statements relative to the 
number of men actually on strike were 
told by the strikers and those In charge 
of some of the car bams yesterday. 
At the bam at Baxter and Highland 
avenues the men in charge of the of¬ 
fice stated that thirty-eight of the sev¬ 
enty platform men employed out of 
that bam were remaining loyal to tho 
company. The strikers alleged that all 
but six of the old employes had joined 
the union, and that they hoped to win 
them over before the strike had prog¬ 
ressed many days. 

At the cor bam at Fourth avenue and 
C street, w'here 218 platform men ore 
employed under normal conditions, 
those in the office made the statement 
that about thirty of the old employes 
bad remained loyal to the company, 
while the strikers asserted that all but 
one bad joined the union.

Boys Taunt Nonunion Men. 


Throughout the entire day the only 
thing bordering on disorder occurred 
at the car bam at Baxter and High¬ 
land avenues. It Is said. There a band 
of small boys got together and proceed¬ 
ed to make life mlsenible for the few 
platform men who refused to join the 
stiike.-s. The lads would stand Idly 
by until one of the loyal men w'ould 
emerge from the door of the car bam 
and start lr\ the direction of his home, 
W’hen they w'ould follow him, shouting 
•‘scab" at the top of their voices. The 
police were called upon several times 
to disperse the youngsters, but in each 
Instance they proved fleet of foot and 
managed to elude the pursuit of the 
bluecoats. 

They w*ould assemble again at a 
point least expected by the police and 
when a loyal employe w^ould make his 
appearance they would pursue him un¬ 
til the police again gave chase. At the 
car bam those In the office alleged 
that the boys had been Instigated to 
their work of annoyance by the strik¬ 
ers, but the latter strenuously denied 
the accusation. 

Fifty men, as a rule, are employed 
about the car bam at Shelby street and 
Ormsby avenue, but all but two of 
these are reported as having joined the 
union. The majority of them, attired 
In their Sunday best, assembled about 
the bam yesterday and talked In 
groups about the situation. All appear, 
ed In good spirits, and hopeful of the 
outcome. 

More men, 218, are employed about 
the car bam at Fourth avenue and 
C street than ajiy other bam In tho 
city. Of this number, according to the 
strikers, all but one have joined the 
union. 

“W'e talked to him Ihls morning until 
tears came into his eyvs," said one of 


"Bill" Bedding, erstwhile chauffeur 
of the Fourth avenue “owi" ear, has 
joined the strikers. He ha.s been In 
the employ of the Louisville Hallway 
Company for eighteen or twenty years 
and the strikers feel that his allegiance 
will add strength to their cause. “BIH" 
has a large following among the 
night-hawkers'* who are In the habit 
of catching the Fourth avenue “ow’l" 
and should the strikers eventually go 
to pieces It Is believed the railway 
company would be compelled to lake 
care of “Bill." 

Flfty-slx platform men. under normal 
conditions, go out from the bam at 
Seventh and Myrtle streets every day, 
but out of this number only two are 
know'n to have remained loyal to the 
company. The man In charge at the 
barn yesterday said tlmt In all prob¬ 
ability no effort would be made to run 
cars from his bam until the strike sit¬ 
uation is less tense. Groups of strik¬ 
ers stood about the bam all day yes¬ 
terday, but no attempts at violence 
were made. The big Iron gate opening 
Into the bam was kept locked, and 
none except those who were known to 
be loyal to the company were admitted 
within.

Strikers Barred From Stoves, 


Superintendent J. T. Funk. In be- 
ha4f of the Louisville Railway 
Company, said: 

'•Wc will have 100 cars In opera 
tion to-day on the main lines In tho y 
city, manned by competent men. T 
some of whom are men who have 
refused to leave the company's 
employ, and others men who have 
volunteered to assist the company. 
The cars will be operated In day¬ 
light only, from tho reason that the 
officials fear that violence, either 
to property or men. will be resorted 
to. Tho cars will start between 
6 and 7 o'clock, and will be taken 
off before dark. 

“The officials of the company 
feel that they have the confidence 
of the citizens of Louisville In the 
trouble that has suddenly come 
upon them, and are grateful to 
them for the patience with which r 
they are bearing up under the In- J 
convenience caused by the strike. 

We wUl stand by the men who 
have rehialned true to us. and vol- 
imteers are proffering their assist¬ 
ance In any way desired. Many of 
the old omploirea have tendered 
their services to old In running 
cars. If necessary. We will find no 
difficulty in securing men to take 
the places of those who have quit. 

“We feel that there was no cause 
for the strike, and that the de¬ 
mands of the union are unjust, and 
for that reason we ore going to 
protect the Intere.^ts of the com¬ 
pany. 

“The Louisville Railway Compa¬ 
ny has been misrepresented In tho 
statements published to the effect 
that tho men are worked eighteen 
hours a day. In the first place, 
the men are paid by the hour and 
not by the day, and usually they 
are anxious to secure long runs. 

The longest nm on our schedule la 
thirteen hours, and that man never 
w'anted to give It up. There has 
always been a scramble among the 
men to obtain tho long runs. 

“Wo did not try to operate cars 
to-day for the reason that It was 
Sunday, and on account of the nu¬ 
merous Idle men on tho streevts on 
Sunday serious trouble might have 
grown out of a slight difficulty. We 
were positive that the cars would 
have been interfered with.'* 


r 
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Several of the strikers entered the 
office at the car bam at Thirteenth and 
Main streets yesterday, and proceeded 
to warm themselves by the stove. The 
man In charge objected to their pres¬ 
ence and told them so. 'They left 
without demur, but remained on the 
sidewalk just beyond the office door. 
Of the 135 platform men employed at 
this bam all but two have joined the 
union. It is said. 

At the car bam at Eighteenth street 
and Broadway yesterday afternoon It 
was reported that ten of the seventy 
men employed by the company are 
loyal to their employers. 

Thirty of the seventy-five men em¬ 
ployed at the cor bam at Twenty- 
eighth and Walnut streets are loyal 
to the company. It is said. At the car 
bam at Thirty-third street and Port¬ 
land avenue It was said all but two or 
three of the 100 men who are employed 
there have joined the strikers. 

Thirty-eight of the fifty-eight men 
employed about the bam at Twenty- 
seventh and Chestnut streets are said 
to have joined the strikers, and but few 
of the platform men who are employed 
about the ba^n at Twenty-fifth and 
Market streets will take charge of cars 
to-day.

1 
feel Impelled to say: 

“The street railway company. In my 
judgment, has made a great blunder in 
refusing to treat with organized labor. 
The men who work for a corporation 
have just as much right to organ iae as 
those foimlng a corporation. This re¬ 
fusal upon the part of the officers of 
the street railway company to recog¬ 
nize the union of Its men Is majiifeaUy 
a great injustice. My sympathies are 
with the men and I hope they will win. 
Organized labor has Its rights and for 
one I want to see them recognized. 

“My one hope Is that the men will 
not do nor suffer to be done anything 
which will lose them the 8>Tnpathy of 
the public, which so far Is evidently 
with them.

Business.’’ 

Saturday Evening, March 5 .—Stocks on 
tho New Vofk Stork Exchange suftered 
a further severe shrinkage In vaJuss this 
week. Tho record for tho week shows 
that of the active Usuee clghty-four de¬ 
clined and three advanced. The de¬ 
clines were not confined to fractions, 
but In aomo cose* ran up Into doubla 
fllfurea, as, for Instance, In Delaware and 
Hudson and Consolidated Gas, which lost 
34Vi and 13^ points respectively. Losocs 
of 4 to 9 points for the week were quite 
common, Louisville and NashvUle being 
Ir this class, with a net decline of 9 
polnta On Wednesday tho volume of 
tiading was so largo that the aggregate 
of shares sold aws the fourth largest In 
tho history of the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change. This was the day on which one 
jumor had It that Harrlman was buying 
Reading and another that Frick was buy¬ 
ing bock stock he sold at higher prices. 
Roth rumors were strongly denied later, 
but they eer^ thoir purpose well, as 
the market had tho ear-marks of a panic. 
The New York market has had a consid¬ 
erable shakedown. According to the Wall 
Street Journal the average price of twen¬ 
ty leading railroads Is now at the lowest 
point since 1W4. In 1904 the low on these 
same twenty railroads was 81.31 and the 
high 119,48; In 1906 (he range was U4 fi2 to 
133.64; In 1906 120.39 to 138.36 and to date 
in 1907 112.61 to 131.96. AuthorlUos are not 
agreed as to the cause of the shakedown. 
Some claim that Wall street sees far 
ahead and nearly always discounts con¬ 
ditions that win nil# six months or a 
year In advance. Others claim that large 
holders of securities, despairing of enUc- 
Ing the public Into the market and reab 
Ixlng the need of the public’s money and 
sympathy, have put their securities on 
the msrket at whatever prices they would 
bring, and that the market Is experienc¬ 
ing a ’’rich men's panic." Still others 
claim that the shrinkage In values Is 
due to a fight between Harrlman and 
Hill; that JUll Is responsible for the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission Investiga¬ 
tion of tbs Harrlman roads and that Uar- 
rlman Is retaJlatin^ by ways that have 
already caused the Hill stocks to suffer 
enormous losses, and that he will try 
to stir the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion into on Investigation of the Hill 
roads. Whatever may be the reason for 
the decline, the morkert has had it would 
seem that the present level is low enough. 
Many stocks are selling at prices that 
yield decidedly more than they did In 
the lean years of 1908 and 1904. and It can¬ 
not be said that present prospects ore 
not blighter than they were then and the 
properties In far better physical shape. 
The legislatirm and Investigations wlU 
prove healthful In the long run, and 
when the public know that they ore get¬ 
ting a square deal from the capitalists 
they will be more disposed to buy stocks 
and lass disposed to urge hostile legisla¬ 
tion, The lower level of stocks Is counted' 
on to work for the bettorment of mone¬ 
tary conditions. The monetary situation 
sbnEMkd continues Involved and towxu'd the 
end of the week on unfavorable senti¬ 
ment was occasioned through the sharp 
decline in the proportion of reserve to 
liabilities of the Bonk of fihtgland. Next 
week the New York money market will 
be influenced to some extent by the pay¬ 
ments for $12,000,000 on Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road notes, $25,000,000 for new Chicago and 
Northwestern stock, and by the prepara¬ 
tions for the Standard Oil and Consoli¬ 
dated Gas dividends. 

The wheat markets were considerably 
onllvened by the reports of depredations 
of a "green bug, which Is said to have 
made Its appearance In the wheat fields 
of Oklahoma and other Bouthwestem 
Btates and to be mo\ing northward. To¬ 
day’s final prices show substantial gains 
os oompared with a week ago. The 
coorao grains were stronger In sympathy 
with wheaL Cotton advanced on reports 
pf UghUr receipts at ports and piltx. o^y 
points and Increased export demand, but 
later options daeiJnod on the strength of 
Increased receipts brought out by the ad¬ 
vances early in (he week.

The Street Ballway Strike. 

The npwly-organlzed union of street 
rallw'ajr employes In Louisville has 
hardly drawn Its flrst breath before It 
declares a strike. 

That Is It* right. 

And sine© It ha* chosen to enter upon 
a strike, let It bear In mind that other 
people beside* Its members have rights. 

Unquestionably Uhe members of the 
undon have a right to say that they 
will not work for any employer who 
does not accede to their demands, but 
they have no right to say that other 
men shnil not work for whom they 
pleas© and upon any conditions they 
please. 

j The employee who have struck had 
; the right. If they elected to exercise It, 
as they did, to quit work beoau*© the 
rallt('ay company would not yield to 
their demand that their union- should 
be allowed to determine wrhom the rail¬ 
way should employ and whom it should 
discharge; they had the right to strike 
I becaue© the railway company would 
' not ogre© to dismiss all Its employes 
who did not care to Join the union; they 
I had a right to etrike because the roll 
I way company lasljrts on conducting Its 
' own business rather than turn o\’«r any 
part of It to the officers of another or¬ 
ganization; they have a right to refuse 
to work for the railway company and 
to persuade others to refuse to w’ork 
for it; they have a right to refuse to 
rid© on Its cars and to persuade others 
to refi^ to ride on thorn; they had a 
right to quit because the railway com¬ 
pany refused these demands and re- 
, fused to arbitrate them. AJl these rights 
! they had and have. But they have not 
I the sliadow of a right to lift a Anger 
! to prewnt by force any other man from 
doing the work which they refused to 
do; they have no right to say that no 
man shall do that w'ork who does not 
Join their union; they have no right 
to Interfere In the least with anyone 
who chooses to rid© on the cars w’hJch 
I they have placed under their boycott; 
they have no right to injure a hair of 
any man who decides for himself when 
and where ho shoJl work or how he 
shall ride; they have no right to do 
I violence lo one dollar's worth of the 
I property of the railway company, or of 
anybody else. 

I Let all, including the city authorltlc*, 
keep the*© points^ In mind. The law 
must be enforced strictly and Impax- 
^ tlally. Persons and property nuisl be 
protected in all their rights, no matter 
how' or by whom assailed. Chief Gun¬ 
ther In hls Interview published yester¬ 
day shows that be understands hls duty 
In the matter.

States 104 petroleum refineries In opera¬ 
tion In thirteen State*, and they pro¬ 
duced refined oils and other products 
of the value of |175.0CO,000. Of these 
reflnerl©*. forty-three were in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, nineteen In Callforrnla. Mvelve 
In Ohio, nine in New York, seven In 
Texas and six In Nww Jersey. This 
makes ninety-six, and no other State 
has more than two. 

The total amount of crude petroleum 
produced In the United Slates In 1904 
wa* a little more than 117,000,000 barrels, 
of which 2,647,060 barrel* were exported 
and nearly 67,000,000 were used by re¬ 
fineries in this country. Refined oil 
w’a* exported to th© amount of 16,218,795 
barrels, which was valued at $74,278,535. 
The vaiue of mineral oils imported w'a* 
less than half a million dollars. OH, 
therefore, forms a Urge Item of our 
export*, but Is imported in quantities 
too small to deserve notice.

Wife Deeertioii Felony Now. 

An important bUl was passed a few 
*days ago by the Indiana I.^islature and 
was signed by Gov. Hanly. concerning 
irhich but little has been sokl, bui which 
hi of the utmost importance to several 
i»eople in New Aibany. This law mak s 
U a felony for a nuui to desert his wife 
a nd family and provid«>s that a penalty of 
from two to fourteen years In the Slate's 
lirison be inflicted. Heretofore the pun¬ 
ishment for an ofTense of this kind might 
be a brief Jail sentenex?. but the crime 
was not reg«T 4 *ded as a felony, and but 
i‘ew were punished. T*hen a man could 
ilesort his wife and children In the State 
of Indlnm, lenvlng them to shift for 
themselves, while he traveled about the 
country, and as long as he remained away 
from the county in which his family lived 
he was safe. 

Under the present law. if rf man deserts 
his wife and children and flees to another 
State he can be relumed to Indiana on 
requisition proceedings, the same as If 
he had commltit'll nny other felony. Tlio 
courts were pert:-< tly willing to enfor** 
the law, but ihe one In eiToot s< t 
lime was. not s if^tmeotly aeverta N»vw ^ 
offenders a*tll be vlgoioualy prosecu 
and punished ard the crime of wife de¬ 
sertion will be rarrly committed In the 
State. WUWm’he last few days eeveral 
arrests have been made on this charge.

New York, M.arch 9,—IBpeclal.3--W« 
have now had over six months’ liquidation 
and the market has aliown a ahrinkage 
of ranging from 15 to 50 points’ reaction 
In the active shares. This enormous 
ahrinkage In Slock Exchange valuations 
has been accomplished gradually and with¬ 
out any apparent serious consequences or 
oven symptoms of disaster. On Wednes¬ 
day the market received a severe shaking 
down such as In some conditions would 
have suggested paiUc. In fact. It Is a 
question as to whetlier we have not been 
through a period of panic adjustment, 
stretched over several montlis Instead of 
being concentrated Into a few days. That 
the market stood the violent break of 
Wednesday wlUiout disaster or rumors 
thereof was a demonstration of soundness 
that was hardly expected. In view of the 
tremendous decline which has already 
taken place and of the manner In which 
that test was met. It is proper to ask. 
Are we not approaching a turning point 
In the market? Apparently we are. The 
fact tlial we ore now on a much lower 
level than six months ago diminlslies fear 
of panic. It is evident that the btg hold- 
era sold stocks freely In the latter part 
of hkti and commenced to buy some of 
them back on Thurstlay’s sharp decline. 
The market, therefore, is consequently In 
a much safer technical position tiian for 
many months. The severe liquidation 
should very shortly be reflected In ati 
improvement In motietary coodlilons. It 
m true local bank reserv'es are at a very 
low ebb. and the national bank statements 
published af the end of January showed 
that tlie West has been lending Its surplus 
funds freely In New York. A .5 tlio time 
approaches for the April settlements, the 
course of the local money market will be 
watched with much Interest. Should the 
Interior freely withdraw balances held In 
this city, we may see sharp spasms In 
local rates. Yet recent liquidation In 
stocks ought soon to bring considerable 
rollof and be reflected in better bank 
statements. After the April requirements 
have been provided for. we look for Im¬ 
provement In this reaped, and by mid¬ 
summer—If not in the spring—the money 
market should be materially easier and in 
a more comfortable position.

The posslMUtlcs of gold Imports are en¬ 
couraging. It is quite evident that we are 
a dominant Intluenco in the world’s move¬ 
ments of gold. Should W 6 need that prec¬ 
ious luetaJ, we will be able to command 
it and will no doubt exercise the power 
when nocesaary. Our International bankers 
seem disposed to respect* tlie feelings of 
foreign bankers, for the reason that they 
do not wish to stir up any further aninios- 
lly agiUnst American floance—a policy 
that Is wise, in view of the fact that we 
may ailll be obliged to seek aid from 
abroad In tho marketing of our securities. 
If our railroad managers are correct in 
their calculations, there is still a Urge 
supply of these forthcoming for the pur- 
;>oso of carrying out imperative railroad 
mprovements, and It Is desirable that the 
market for these should be cultivated and 
not spolteil by overinsisieut demands for 
gold and credit abroad. The market was, 
of courae, considerably excited on Tliurs- 
day by the report that two prominent 
operators had secured control of Reading. 
As yet the outcome of the movement is 
not disclosed. Evidently there is a apirtt 
of rivalry between our great railroad 
leaders which, unless kept within reason¬ 
able restraint, may easily create occa¬ 
sional disturbances In the stock market. 
We have preriously seen the effect of 
such rivalries upon market values, and 
It Is to be hoped we are to see no repeti¬ 
tion of tho experiences which happened a 
few years ago when competition was so 
rife between many of the same men.

New York. March 10.—The French 
Lino steamer La l^avole. from Havre 
March 2. carrying more than LCOO pas¬ 
sengers, arrived here to-day after per¬ 
haps the moat severe experience of the 
tmnanitlantlc liners that have recently 
reported rough weather at sea. 

The steamer ran Into a series of gales 
which fncreased In violence until Thurs¬ 
day. when a monster wave swept IhjS 
main deck and forced Capt Tournler 
to bring his trembling craft to. She 
drifted eight hours before the voyage 
could be safely resumed. 

This wave, which mi'aaured, the of¬ 
ficers say. about fifty feet in height, 
broke over the ship from the forw*ard 
port aide. In a moment tons of water 
flooded the vessel, shattering a heavy 
oak door which opened Into the cor¬ 
ridor outsi'de the smoking saloon. Great 
volumes of water rushed In, swept 
along the corridors and then poured 
down the grand stairway Into the main 
dining saloon. The hen\T Iron stair¬ 
way leading from the main deck down 
to the promenade deck was washed 
away with the flood. Occupants of the 
smoking-room were thrown from their 
feet, and when upon recovering them¬ 
selves they opened tlio door to learn 
what had hai>pened the w'ater from the 
corridor rushed In upon them. It In- 
NTided the cabins and staterooms, majiy 
of them being rtood«yl to a depth of 
several feet. 


Apart from these movetnenti. the rail¬ 
road situation Is not sailsfaclory. Gross 
earnings. It Is true, are large; but the 
numbtv and extent of decdines in not earn¬ 
ings are increasing to a significant extent. 
If these continue, it Is quite certain that 
some of the recent'advances In dividends 
will not be permanently malatalned, and 
reductions will follow. General trade con¬ 
ditions continue satisfactory. Business Is 
on an active scale, although, as In the 
case of railroads, there Is an increasing 
complaint of diminished profits. At pn'S- 
ent, however, there Is no prospect In sight 
of diminution In business, except such os 
Is likely to come from railroad retrench¬ 
ment. The Utter Is a foregone conclusion. 
Several of the railroads have announced 
their intention of keeping down outlays 
for new Improvements at as low a figure 
possible, and some railroads have al¬ 
ready carceled orders for locomotives, 
cars, etc. If this policy continues, it Is 
likely to have a quieting effect upon the 
Iron and steel Industries. Whether this will 
xtend to other departments of Industry 
or not remains to be seen. As for the 
future of the stock market, recent llqul- 
(lation and tho prospect of better mone¬ 
tary conditions nave not yet apparently 
Induced a change of the attitade of the 
speculative leaders, who continue to de¬ 
press values, although many of tho worst 
features In tho situation have been well 
discounted for the present, at least. On 
the pronounced declines hereafter we now 
favor conservative buying of many of the 
good active stocks, for quick turns at 
least. In fact, some of them can now bo 
picked up as desirable Investments.

GOOD AS FAR AS IT GOE3, 

Is Carnegie’s “Gospel of Wealth,*' 
Says Dr. W. H. Ramsay. 

The problem-s groa-lng out of the amass¬ 
ing of great private fortune.^ fn America 
were discussed yesterday morning by the 
Rev. Dr. William H. Ramsa)*. in bis ser¬ 
mon at the Cliiirch of the Messiah. He 
referred to the Thaw trial and the ©vents 
that led up to it as an awful example of 
what wealth and luxury would do, if not 
curbed by beneficent influences. He sub 
scribed to Mr. Carnegie's *'gosper' In 
part, although he said that could never be 
the final solution for the problem of 
^ wealth In America, 

Jesus never denounced th© rich because 
they wei^c rich, but He saw that riches 
were a source of danger to the higher 
life of man, because they blinded men to 
the real values of life. A man's life. Ho 
said, conslsteth not in th© abundance of 
the things that he posscssoth. 

The problems connoiitod with riches In 
this country to-day ar© very serious and 
manifold. Bishop Woodcock said the other 
day that we had learned how to accumu¬ 
late great fortunes, hut havo not learned 
how wisely to use them—which Is abso¬ 
lutely true. It Is no sin to be rich, and 
no reproach. All human progress ha.s 
been due to the acoumulatlon of surplus 
wealth. There are no rich men among 
savages. Our American olvillxatlon Is 
due to resourceful, big-brained, public- 
spirited men. who have conqelvod and 
achieved groat enterprises which have 
lifted (he entire level of life and advanced 
the whole human race. We hav© a great 
host of noble rich men. generous and 
public-spirited. 

The chief dangers of immense private 
wealth arise In connection with a rela¬ 
tively small number of men, whose ex¬ 
am ole and whose wealth are a debasing 
end demoralixlng Influence. espeebU- 
H young. Look for a mo¬ 

ment at tho serious moral side of the 
matter as it affocts the fundamental prln- 
cinies upon which our national Ideals^ rest. 
T he convictfon that there Is an eternal 
nond of monil relationship between men 
in society; that alt talents ami riches and 
opportunillefi are ii Hncred trust for th* 
©f «<>clQiy; that racli man Is under 
a divine obl!|^tlon to oonSrlbute hts pari 


to the welfare of the 'whole—this Is the 
nionU and religious motive and basis of 
socifiy If this principle is ©xtenelvely 
Ignwed or denied, moral and social an- 
niThy must follow. This Is a very real 
daiiger (»nCiTintlng this nation to-day. 
Those who fail to recoftnlxe it mu.st be. 
momliy. very obtuse 

sens© of s<Hrial obligation, resting 
religious conviction, 
sterns to he notoriously lacking In many 
men of pinsperlty. Wtwith Is too often 
*' J»'*«se of eternal moral 
oWiinUlon to society. This fact Is evi¬ 
dent by the example of those who have 
galne<! great wealth by notorious!)* anil- 

and Immoml raeihmls. Their exam- 
pli.‘ and their wenlth hav’e created a v*ery 
Serious natlomit problem, which Is tax¬ 
ing tho wis4)om and courage of our be.st 
sint^men to solve. It is n mighty itnig- 
gle for the life of the Republic. The most 
slnwt^H* auiect of the matter Is the 
moral callousness of the wrongdoers: 
they seem to l>e unconscious of any moral 
obliquity^ The strange thing Is that many 
of these men are identified with churches, 
and. I supiM)s<h think they are religious. 
Tho fact is. they have a double stand¬ 
ard of life, and their religion Is not Iden¬ 
tified with any sense of social obligation 
to society. G<»d's service and man's serv¬ 
ice are regarded In separate departments. 
Such religion Is not elnk'al. but cereroonl- 
nl and esthetic. Religion Is of little 
w’orth until G«*d Is identified with society 
and the process of nuinklnd. To be right 
with (Jod aVian must 1 h» right with the 
entire human brotherhood. iTie kingdom 
of heaven Is a Just and righteously or- 
dercil commonwealth on this earth.

Countrj Needs Awakening. 


What tills country needs moro than 
anything els© to-day Is an awakened 
sense of th© eternal moral obligation to 
the Ideal of a Just and righteous society. 
Rich men and politicians, who ore oflim 
their tixils, need to learn that **Thou 
shall not steal" apifiles to public pmp- 
erty, and that a man cannot steal by 
liribery what belongM to the Dcopl© with¬ 
out b<'cnmlng momily debased and losing 
his soul. Another terrible evil connected 
with nrl>*ate wealth Is th© deterioration 
and degeneracy that often come to th© 
children of the rich, fn the second and 
third generations. Irresponsible power In 
tho hands of those who have done noth¬ 
ing^ whatever to earn It Is a terrible 
source of evil to individuals and to fo- 
clety. We see this In young men. and. 
sad to say. In women, who lack tho 
moml disciplino that ooraos from honest 
w’ork and simple occupation. Men Ilk© 
young Thaw* are moral plague centers: 
and that trial In New York, with all Us 
moroJ filth and nastiness, may be a good 
thing If It serves as a warning and a 
lesson to those who are allowing their 
children to grow up without rlghty moral 
training and without the dlsclplIiiA of or¬ 
dered life and an occupation then allies 
them to socloty. Idleness and cmpllnoss 
of life. lack or moral principle an 1 Uo 
much money to spend upon dlsslpaifon 
are a cursed Inheritance to give v> a h-jv 
or girl. The young man w'ho does iinih- 
ing to earn a living, und w*ho has no ^rnse 
of moral obligation to society Is a para 
site upon the body noiltic. Such men b«*- 
long to "the perishing class." r:.- com¬ 
ing order of society in America W'lil not 
tolerate their existence. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie Is absolutalv right 
in his views upon this subject. lie hts 
the true conception of the ethics of 
money. No man. he says, can ha\»e an ab- 
soluto ownership of millions of dollars. 
It is either duo to the "unearned incre¬ 
ment" of the land values and other val¬ 
ues. or to the luck of Ctrcumjtaooes. 
combined with shrewdness and fordslght, 
and the paternal fostering of sprciol in¬ 
terests by the Federal Government which 
has enabled many men to take Immense 
toil from the people. So what has come 
from tho people must b« used for the wel¬ 
fare and uplift of the people. The rich 
man is the steward and trustee of the 

« *8 money, und Is responsible to God 
I right u.se. This is the "goapel of 
wealth." as It Is preached and practiced by 
Mr. Carnegie. Now, whatever we may 
think of the moral soundness of the doc¬ 
trine that makes God responsible for the 
national policy of protectionism and high 
tariff—and most or us would question Us 
soun^ess—still, the fact remains that 
thoTO great private fortunes have been 
accumulated. They hav© created a prob¬ 
lem and an embarrassment to the men 
who control them, an well as for the na¬ 
tion at large, and Mr. Camegie^s doctrine 
and practice seem to be gaining adher¬ 
ents. It is no doubt a good thing for the 
interests of education and philanthropy: 
but It can never be the final solution of 
this problem of wealth in Amerlem, un¬ 
less democracy is abandoned; still, it af¬ 
fords a method of relief and a solution of 
the Immediate problem for the Individ¬ 
ual into whose hands the economic con¬ 
ditions of our time and his own genius 
and shrewdness have placed enormous 
wealth, which he knows does not belong 
to himself In any absolute way. and 
which h© w'ants to use for the blessing 
of his fellows.

BABCOCK BILL POWERFUL 


Hi© Rogers Cbjarged With StsaUog 
Suit of Clothes From Former 
Roommate. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 10.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—In A statement given out to¬ 
night regarding Gov* Hanly's veto of 
the Fafbor Insurance Bill, auditor 
Slat© Blllhefmer plainly Intimates that 
the Governor favored th© Babcock bill 
because It would enable him to build 
up o political machine. Ho dwells par¬ 
ticularly ufM^n the provisions In the re¬ 
jected Babcock bill, which waa drawn 
by the Governor, that gave poxver to 
the Insurance Commission to fix sal¬ 
aries of such Insurance officers, and 
Bays; 

"But note the power given. The 
w*holo question as to whether a salary 
of an officer Is excessive to b© left 
to the whim of one man. Gne commis¬ 
sioner might say that 120,000 Is not 
too much to be paid an officer; another 
commissioner might say $5,000 Is 
enough; another that 150.000 Is not ex- 
Cf-sslve. Suppose the Babcock bill had 
become a law with that provision In It 
and a Governor of the Slate desired to 
build up a political machine to control 
th© politics of the State, what an op¬ 
portunity for It, wHh a subservient 
commissioner'^as his appointee.

Power to Coerce Companies. 


**Such Insurance Commissioner could 
go to every insurance company doing 
business In Indiana—foreign and do¬ 
mestic—and say to them, 'the amount 
of salaries your officers w'lll be per¬ 
mitted to draw, the amount of com¬ 
missions you xx’lll bo permitted to pay 
your agents will depend on the amount 
of work your officers and agents will 
agree to do In aid of our political ma¬ 
chine,* and such offk:er8 and agents 
would b© at the mercy of a designing 
commissioner. They would have to do 
his bidding, and such a machine could 
not only control the nomination of one 
party, but of both parties. 

*'In 1906, approximately 16,000 li¬ 
censes were issued In Indiana to agents 
of foreign Insurance companies, and 
when you add to these the great num¬ 
ber of agents of Indiana companies you 
will have an army of men to control 
the politics of the State. If the au¬ 
thors of the Babcock bill wanted to 
control salaries why did they not pro¬ 
vide for a maximum grade, basing 
them upon the amount of assets of a 
company, and leave It to the whim of 
a commissioner, for he might be a 
man of reason, a despot or a knave.**

TO ATTACK CHARTER. 


People Opposed To Racing At 
Hot Springs Decide On 
New Method of Battle. 


L ittle rock. Ark., March la— 
Th© charter of tho Gaklawn 
Jockey Club at Hot Springs 
probably will be attacked in th© 
Legislature to-morrow. This Is the last 
dvll action upon which relief is hoped 
for by the element In Hot Springs which 
deeires to see the provisions of the Amis 
Anti-pool Selling Bill rigidly enforced. 

If the charter should be revoked At¬ 
torney General Kirby will be asked to 
take the matter Immediately into the 
courts and ask for a receix*er to take 
charge of the property of the nonresi¬ 
dent corporation. If this action Is not 
taken it Is possible that the Legislature 
may bo asked to order a company of 

militia to Hot Springs to enforce the law, 
although there is a dfsi>osition to roeort 
to this only as an extreme measure. 

Senator Amis, author of the bill, said 
to-day: "I will ha\*e a conference with 
AcUng Gov. Moore, and If he informs 
me that the situation at Hot Springs 
cannot b© met otherwise than by calling 
out the militia I w*lll Intr^uce a reso¬ 
lution In the Senate, authorising him to 
send stich troops to Hot Springs as will 
be sufficient for the enforcement of the 
law." 

.Members of the I^eglslature feel that 
that boily has been Ignored and take the 
action of the Oaklawn Jockey Club as a 
direct slap In the face. They believe that 
the contempt In which th© Oaklawn 
Jockey Club has held the Amis law de- 
serx'es Immediate and possibly dnukic ac¬ 
tion. and it Is likely that the first few 
days of this week will see definite action 
on the matter.

CROP SCARE

PRICE OF WHEAT GOES UP. 


Chicago. March ID.—tSpccfal. J—True to 
the pr€*<jictlon of the trade, os outlined In 
tho grain market review a week ago, 
prices of wheal went up from the low 
level of week before last. The ovorsoid 
condition of tho market, coupled with a 
crop scare that arose in Texas and sprciid 
to OkUihoma and Indixui Territory. w;u> 
the main influence bringing about reco%’- 
ery of \*hJucs. The impelling force of tho 
fright was so strong as to noutrallxe and 
overbalance tho record-breaking ship¬ 
ments from Argentina, the accumulation 
of supplies In the Northwest and the 
generous arrivals of grain at primary 
points. 

It is the crop scare potentially that 
ready worries the trade. A fair crop of 
wheat, under favorable circumstances, for 
Texas is about 1-I.<J00.0CW bushels. If crop 
there w'cro totally destroyed, that fact 
standing alone need not cause a flurry*. 
But there are credible advices tlial the 
bug'* is moving In hordes over 
the boundary lino .of the l.one Star State 
and making serious mischief in tho Tcrrl- 
toHes. Indeed, the Modern .Miller, in Its' 
crop summary, says the bug Is Invntlfng 
several of the important winter wheat 
States, and that the outlook is not at all 
bright. 

Bearing out the avalanche of tclcgnims 
regarding tho ravages of the bug. Board 
of Trade members Friday had the privi¬ 
lege of seeing the live creatures at work 
on stalks of wheat. Tho samples came 
by mall, and they gave unquestioned 
demonstnition of their destructive potvers. 
^iany fields In Texas are being plowed up 
for other crops, and some of the Okla¬ 
homa fpmera have similar Intentions. 
3Uy w’heat during the week made a net 
g^n of l%o, and July a similar advance. 
May com gained He. nnd July He. May 
oats gained He, and July He. 

• • • 

Big Speculative Business^ 

Naturally there was a big speculative 
business. Tho buying was livelier than 
for weeks, and those who bought wheat 
earlier in the week and did not care to 
lake chances over Sunday made a nice 
protU by disposing of their holdings on tho 
bulges. 

Developments of the week plainly show¬ 
ed that the trade values important do¬ 
mestic news more than it does that from 
abroad. Argentina made a new high mark 
by shipping 4.C24.000 bushels of wheat, 
topping the previous record in March, 
3906. by 160.000 bushels. Foreign markets, 
however, did not scorn groatly Interested 
In this large movement from South Amer¬ 
ica. 

ISxpcrts treated the trade to \’ar{ous 
estimates of tho quantity of wheat still 
In farmers’ hands. Snow places the fig¬ 
ures at 191.000.000 bushels. Nlcolet. of 
Kansas City, who c«arao within 2.000.000 
bushels of the Government estimate bust 
March, makes the raserve 190.000.000 
bushels. These might oe called the views 
from the vantage point of the winter 
wheat man. Up In the Northwest, where 
tho spring wheat ^omes from. Thornton, 
of Duluth, estimates the reserve at 287.- 
000,000 bushels, and C. B. Murray makes 
the total 2S5. 000.000 bushels. With whom 
the honor lies the trade must decide for 
itself. 

If the Nlcolet and Snow estimates be 
rigbl. the reserve Is 32.000.000 to 38.000- 
000 bushels in excess of what the Gov¬ 
ernment made It a year ago. Reckoning 
the larger domestic consumption into the 
equation, the excess ought to be pretty 
well discounu^d. With this enlarged home 
need in mind, Snow says there Is 107.00.- 
000 bushels available for export the next 
four months, against 110 . 000,000 bushels 
for the like period a year ago.

Baceipts Heavy During Week. 

Receipts In the Northwest started heavy 
Monday and exceeded those of a year ago 
throughout the week. In Chicago tho 
arrivals for the first week In March ar*) 
almost equal to those of the whole mouth 
of March* 3906. It is a moot question 
If the heavy movement of whciti 
in the Northwest will continue. 
The bears say it will, the bulls 
do not believe It will, and there Is 
XK> referee competent to deckle. It seems 
safe to forecast, huvrever, that with tiJ- 
vorable slilppring weather the marketing 
of spring wheat will be large for a fort¬ 
night at least. 

Mxpivrt clearances for the w’oek were 
X^hOOO bushels from the Unittvl States 
and Canada, compared vrith 2.664.000 bush¬ 
els the like week a year ago. There was 
nothing, therefore, in the foreign situa¬ 
tion to boost values in tills country un¬ 
less it were the dubious reports of pur¬ 
chases of wheat In Liverpool for Russia, 
and that Russia wa.'f buying low-grade 
Itournsnlon grain for tho famine districts 
and blgh-grado Argentine wheat for 
southern districts. Foreign crop news 
iWas genaraily of a favorable tenor. 

Flour business docs not Improve. If 
■nj^hing. It took a backward step. Fx- 
poru are meager, prices declining with 
wheat, shipping directions unsatisfac¬ 
tory. Bids of foreigners were out of line 
and their attitude ono of passivity.

Corn Holds Firm. 

Oom held firm throughout the week, 
with no spectacular feature. Rcoelpfs 
were below the eetimates of the trade as 
a rule, ond- consFidered small In view <,f 
the ezoellent raarketlng conditions. Cash 
men are looking for a diminishing supply 
after* this week, and do not expect it to 
ptek up again until the first Hiah of spring 
work te out of the way. Cloarancee were 
meager at 2,662,099 buahcle. compored with 
2.894.<A» buahele a year ago. Kllher that 
the crap was below official estimates or 
that consumption has been enormous Is 
indkxUcd by Snow’s climate of 1 , 210,000 
bu. 5 bcla in ivserve as compared with L- 
OTLOOO busbelj? this time In 19^6. 

Giving strength to the market was the 
oflloial Argentina estimate that the crop 
of that country is 66.400,000. compared with 
181.000,000 last year and 140.000.000 bushels 
two yeor^R ago. The cosh demand is fair. 

Snow makes the oats reserv'o 326.000.00i) 
bushels, or 46,000,000 bushels under that 
of a year ago. 'Tlie price here mude a 
new record tor May. and was mill tending 
upward, but he^tvy realising soles ope- ‘ 
zuted against further rise. July took cn 
new strength on rcporls that the Texas 
bug had damogM oats as well as w’hoat 
The la«i: sUsumieot of the visible supply 
showed ISJiOO.OOO bushels smaller than a 
year agx>. Trade livened as the week 
wore on. and the Southwf>st crop scare 
braught the climax In rallies. With price 
reactions to be looked for now and ag;iln 
the main poHition of oats Is one of fun- 
dometrial strength.

Lexington. Ky.. March 10 .—[Special.]— 
The week In the oil fields was without 
anything of a sensational nature. De¬ 
velopments proceeded without any un- 
usuaJ feature in the two principnJ divis¬ 
ions, W,*i>*ne and Wolfe counties, while 
In the scattered smaller fields of Ken 
tucky it seems to be a w*alting game. The 
late adrance In the credit balance mar¬ 
ket has set a few rigs to moving, but 
without any apparent effect at Increasing 
production. Mest of the rigs which have 
been located during the past two or three 
weeks are In sections w'here the conrLng 
In of a producer lias no effect on the 
present output of oil, drilling being most¬ 
ly of a preliminary nature, marking the 
advance on sections w'hlch w’ill not re 
calve much exploitation before the sea 
son of better weather. 

Production In Wayne county, the most 
Important field of the State, .s being kept 
up to average figures through the drill¬ 
ing of wells w’lthin established pools, the 
old Parmleysvllle, Stcubensvllle, Cooper 
and Sinking districts each contributing 
new* production occasionally. In the di¬ 
rection of Elk Spring valley a little terri¬ 
tory is being exploited, hut there Is no 
extended effort at drilling in that direc¬ 
tion. The strikes of the past week, three 
In number, are of small caliber and with¬ 
in defined lines. Steubensvllle contributed 
one oiler and Parmleysvllle is credited 
with a nrcHlucer of fair capacity. 

So well defined Is the Wolfe county pool 
that developments there have become 
routine In order, the operator being pret 
ty sure of a strike wherever ho plants 
his drill, so long as it Is within defined 
lines. Dusters are a rarity and are only 
encountercfd when extensions beyond de¬ 
fined limits are attempted. There Is be¬ 
lieved to be a largo acreage in Wolfe 
county which contains oil and when oper¬ 
ators enter upon their spring campaign 
tho lower section of Wolfe county will 
probably be the center of activity. In 
the pool as at present developed there are 
a large number of wells that have fur¬ 
nished a steady production for a number 
of years and show no signs of falling. 
Two completions were registered In Wolto 
this week-

New Concern in Clinton. 

In lower Kentucky a new concern Is 
preparing to begin work In Clinton coun¬ 
ty. which has been attracting the atten¬ 
tion of operators lately. The company, 
which Is a local organization, will begin 
its first well within the next few days. 
'Fhe Standard has a couple of rigs In 
Clinton county. 

None of the smaller fields of Kentucky 
has shown a completion during the t>a.st 
week. Tw'o or three rigs are at work In 
Cumberland county, one In Floyd and 
one In Knott. Of the wildcat fields, Scott 
county contlmies to attract attention. 

On the Tennessee side three counties 
are now included In the territory which 
Is commanding attention. Fentress, Camp¬ 
bell and Scott. A test In Fentress coun¬ 
ty has been taken to a depth of 800 teei, 
but the operators have no 1 as yet been 
rewarded with anything encouraging. A# 
small production 1 h keeping the Fent¬ 
ress development alive. 

Several operators In Kentucky are after 
gas and the .search for oil Is only a side 
affair. Two rigs are at work In the Men¬ 
ifee county gas belt, from which Lex¬ 
ington and other Central Kentucky cities 
obtain their supply. The Central Ken¬ 
tucky Natural Gas Company, which Is 
conducting the work, plans extensions of 
gas mains to other Kentucky points. In 
lower Kentucky the Cumberland Gas 
Company Is developing a belt In Knox 
county. BarbourvAlle Is now supplied 
from the field which has be?n developed 
in thst county. In Warren counD' Ihe 
Bowling Green Oil and Gas Company Is 
endeavoring to get a supply for Bowling 
Green. Gas has been found at two or 
three locations. A company Is consider¬ 
ing the piping of gas to Burnside from 
the Wayne county gas wells. 

SUPPLY EXCEEDS RUNS. 

Oil Fields Show Production Greater 
Than Sales. 

Toledo. O.. March 10 .—[Special ]—Many 
make the remark that the runs of crude 
oil In the Indlana-Ohlo-Illlnols-Kcntucky 
field are much leas than the shipments, 
but this Is out of the question. The fig¬ 
ures for February show that from the 
four States mentioned the runs from the 
wells amounted to 2.007.002 barrels, while 
the total shipments were 1.234.814 barrels 
for the same period, showing that for 
the month the stocks In tanka were In¬ 
creased to the tune of 802.188 barrels. The 
figures tor Jamian* *how the total ru^ 
from the fields mentioned to be 2.042,080 
barrels, and the shipments for the same

s'.ght to keep the mill running and some 
to spare

500 BUSINESS HOUSES PHOHISE 
TO DECOBATE. 


IN HONOK OF GBEATEB LOXHS- 
VXLLE EXPOSITION. 


NO REFUSALS FROM ANYBODY. 


Iiouisvllle will within a few days change 
her aomewhat eombre workaday appear¬ 
ance In the bumness districts to carnival 
garb, donned In honor of the Greater 
Ijoulsville Exposition. Dr. George W. 
OrUnths, who has had the work of solicit, 
log bumnees concerns to decorate In 
change, has been osetsted by a large and 
energetic corps of assistants Tile business 
sections were divided In dlstrlots by these 
workers, each one taking in charge tlw 
district where his influence was strongest. 
Jiftore than 600 btialnaBS concerns have been 
soUcHed within the i>am week by Dr. 
Grlf&ths and his assistants, and In no 
case has the head of the business had 
aught to say of the exposition save fair 
words, and no one has yet declined to 
pxomlse to decorate for the two weeks of 
the exposition period. 

The efforts of the department of street 
deooration have been principally ooniiited 
to Main, Market. Jefferson and Walnut 
streets running east and west, and to 
Third and Fourth avenues and Fifth 
mreet running north and south. The dec- 
oraUoas necessary have been prepared by 
many business hoiu^ and are being held 
In readiness until the last posstible mo¬ 
ment of waiting in order that iheir fresh, 
ness may nott be impaired by any rain or 
wind which may Intervene between this 
tlma and March 18, whe ih*. exposition 
wHl be thrown open to the public. 

Along those streets which will be moat 
abundantly decorated the lilumdnaLlon 
which Is to be Installed by the city wJl 
give an added beauty to the bunting at 
nimbL There was appropriated by the 
last meeting of the General Council a fund 
of 12,780 for UluminatlOTi at street Inter- 
asotions during the period of the exposi¬ 
tion. 

The exposition officials were much grat¬ 
ified by the aetkm O'f the General Coun- 
ciL *1^ resolution passed both hoards 
unanimously, and Mayor Paul C. Burth 
has said that the lighting fund now has 
suffloient money on hand to permit of the 
work being undertaken at once.

CAN APPRUPBIATE MONEY FOR 
STATE DEVELOPMENT. 


BALLARD HEADS THE LIST, 


Fiscal rmirta In a number of Kentucky 
counties are coming forward with assist 
ance for the movement whereby tlie State 
shall be rcpreiMYntcd appropriatelv at the 
Jamestown Exposition. The Kentucky 
Jamestown Expo.^ltlon Commission, of 
which Col. J. Stoddard Johnston, of this 
city. Is president and j^hlch was appointed 
by the fifth State r^^elopment Conven¬ 
tion, has sought the sum of $40,000 to 
carry out Its work. Tt has been arguetl 
that no better aid In the general develop 
ment of Kentucky can given than 
through the fulfillment of the objects for 
which the commission was formed. 

As has been heretofore stated every 
county In the State was asked to sub¬ 
scribe a stipulated sum as its share of 
the $40,000 fund. The vaHou.s county 
quota.s were fixed on a basis of 1 per c'^nt 
on the tax returns to the State Treasurer 
from the respective counties for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1906. tn some coun 
ties the quotas have boon raised In full or 
In part by popular subBcriptlon. 

Ballard county was the first to send to 
the headquarters of the State commislson 
In this city its entire quota, although two 
other counties had pre%iously pledged the 
subscription of their quotas. Tn Bnllard 
county the sum HRke<l was $157.93. and the 
entire amotinf was promptly appronrtate.i 
by the Ballard Fiscal Court, of which the 
Hon. J. A. Hines Is the presiding Judge 
A check for the total subscription wq?. 
forwarded to Logan C. .Murrav, Treasurer 
of the State Commission, by rharles 
Wlckliffc, clerk of the Ballard County 
Court. 

Tn his letter to the treasurer. Mr. Wlck- 
llffe said In part:

Hearty Co-operation Given.

Mr. Wlckliffe referred In his letter to 
page S43. chapter 73. of the last acts of 
the Kentucky General Assembly. This 
statute pro>iae* among other things that 
a Fiscal Court shall have authority to 
"appropriate funds to make provision to 
secure Immigration into the county and 
to advertise the resources of the county." 
As the sole object of Ksntu'*ky*s partlcl 
nation in this exposition Is to secure the 
nest possible exploitation for the State 
before the outside world, with the hope 
of attracting tmmitrrants and capital by 
interesting outsiders In Kentucky’s re¬ 
sources, it is contended that the Fiscal 
Courts of the various counties have full 
authority to act In the same manner as 
the Ballard Fiscal Court has acted. 

• • • 

Other Courts Helping. 

While Judge Hines* court is the only 
one which has raised the entire quota for 
the county. It Is not alone In extending a 
helpful hand to this movement. Tlie Fis¬ 
cal Court of Madi.«on county has appro- 
prlated as a portion of Madison's 
share of the fund. The county wa.s asked 
for a total of $513.95. The anionnt. In ad¬ 
dition to the sum appropriated by the 
court, will be raised by popular subscrip¬ 
tion. More thap ordinary interest Is being 
taken In the movement In Madlam coun¬ 
ty because of the fact that Kentucky's 
building at the exposition is to be a re¬ 
production of the fort erected by Daniel 
Boone, This fort wa.s built In 1755 and wa** 
placed on a beautiful spot on the shores 
of Kentucky river not more than ten milca 
from the present city of Winchester. 

Mason county has raised one-half of Ote 
total sum asked of It. $543 33. through t»ie 
liberality of its Fseal Court. At the last 
meeting of that body the sum of $?7l was 
appropriated for this movemenf It Is said 
that the other half of the quota expected 
from Mason will be contributed through 
the City Council of MaysvUle.

UNOBSTRUCTED VIEW 

INTO ALL SALOONS, 


Islington Police Given Full Oppor¬ 
tunity to See Lid Violations. 


Lexington, Ky.. March 10.—[Special.] 
—This vros the day sot by the Chief 
of Police for the order requiring the 
interior of saloons to be visible from 
the street to go Into effect, and there 
was a mighty scratching off of frosted 
glass and hoisting of blinds by the 
saloonkeepers w'hose places were, how¬ 
ever, all closed under the lid law. 

Mayor Combs has decided to con¬ 
strue the order to apply simply dur¬ 
ing the hours In which saloons are 
closed, the objeot, he explains, being 
simply to permit the police to see from 
the street that no liquor Is being sold. 

The blinds In all saloons w*ere pulled, 
up to-day, lattice doors hooked back, 
and where the glass was frosted a peep 
hole was scratched through so the 
eagle eye of the officers could see 
behind the bar. 


Still another county which has thus as¬ 
sisted through Its Fiscal Court is Hardin. 
The county was asked by the State Com- 
nilsalon for a total of $‘J51.83.

He has associated with 
him an active committee which Is securing 
the remainder of Hardin's quoU by p^>pu- 
lar subscHptlon. and k Is probable that 
this will be one of the counties which 
raises more than the amount originally 
ask^ of It. , . ^ . 

In a number of counties the matter Is 
now before the Fiscal Courts, and action 
is expected at the .annual meetings to be 
held the first week In April. In several 
instances it la said that the magistrate* 
through Fiscal Court aulhorttles are In 
favor of such appropriations, recognizing 
the excellent purp<J8cs to w'hich the money 
will be devoted and also the fact that 
such appropriations furnish an equity 
ble basis on w’hloh the funds can he 
raised. Fiscal Court actions are regarded 
as the closest approach to legislative ap¬ 
propriation of these funds. In four or five 
counties In the State petitions are now be¬ 
ing circulated among the citizens and 
these ^ill be presented to the Fiscal 
Courts with the request that those coun¬ 
ties’ quotas are subscribed through the 
courts. _ _
